THE RED SQUIRREL. 


U « S t o r e * V e r y L it t l e F o o d F o r Wee 
In W i n t e r . 
Iii Maine—In fact, all over New Eng- 
1 and—red squirrels do not put by great 
"hoards of any kind for w inter use. 
When a Maine red squirrel bas lilied 
itself with acorns aud beechnuts it 
will hide a few bere and there—under 
leaves, in hollow loga, In crncks of 
rifted trees aud among stone heaps. 
An average red squirrel, having the 
ruu of an oak grove in the fall of the 
year, may In the course of tw o weeks 
hide awny from two to four quarts of 
acorns, though they will be in perhaps 
tw enty different places, and in no in­ 
stance which we liave noted has auj 
nut been shelled. 
Tbs squirrel whleh plans a board of 
nuts aud m akes deliberate preparations 
for w inter Is the little chipmunk, or 
striped squirrel, which seeks w inter 
quarters soon after heavy frosts and 
which rem ains in hiding all winter. 
The chipm unks often hide as many as 
tw o quarts of shelled beechnuts In one 
place. Their storehouses are, as a rule. 
under the ground, In sloping and sandy 
soil, the burrow s having been dug with 
true engineering skill, so that no fresh­ 
et can drowu them out, 
It is believed that most observing 
woodsmen will say th at the red squir­ 
rels of this vicinity seldom m ake large 
caches of provisions for w inter con­ 
sum ption and never shell the stored 
nuts. 
In fact, the red species have no 
need to pay much heed to such matter:*, 
as they are abroad and active In the 
coldest days of w inter as much as they 
are In midsum mer, so precautions for 
food are not demanded. 
As the red 
squirrels subsist for a good p art of the 
year upon the cones of pines and 
spruces, which hang to the limbs, they 
do not care how deep or hard the snow 
may be, feeling secure in Anding all 
the food they w ant among the tree 
tops.—Bangor News.

NATURE IN THE OCEAN. 


O r * to re* n r r n n r l n s Knoll O ilie r to 
P r e v e n t O v e r p r o d u c t i o n . 
It is estim ated th at the cyclops will 
beget 442,000 young in the course of 
the year. and lf these wen* all perm it­ 
ted to mature and reproduce them ­ 
selves the seas would iu a short time 
Iki a simple mass of living organisms. 
But the eetochilus, or "whale food," 
constitutes alm ost the exclusive food 
of tie* vast shoals of herrings and the 
sea living salmon and salmon trout. 
Their m ist ‘it© is one of the greatest 
economic trium phs of uature, for these 
minute creatures scour the sea of its 
refuse aud keep it sweet, while they 
form the too* of fishes, which In turn 
furnish wholesome food for millions of 
human beings, 
Feeding on dead vegetable and ani­ 
mal matter, these eutom ostraca are 
converted Into the food fishes of the 
world by one remove, being first assim ­ 
ilate*! by the herrings, then absorbed 
by the tunny, cod, mackerel and other 
fishes which follow herring shoals and 
prey ujmn the latter. 
They mainly 
swim on the surface of the w ater, and 
it is “he search of them In this position 
which brings the shoals of herrings to 
the surface. 
Their countless number* 
are also augmented by the microscopic 
larvae of fixed shells, such as the bar­ 
nacle, which logins life in this form 
first as a one eyed swimming crusta­ 
cean, then growing a pair of eyes and 
finally affixing Itself. 
In rivers these larvae are the sole 
food of all young fish and often also of 
older fish. 
In early spring the crea­ 
tures in revery stage—eggs, larvae and 
perfect though miseroscoplc entomos- 
traca swarm in the w ater, on the mud 
and on the w ater plants, and were it 
not for nature’s provision for keeping 
them in check so rapid would be their 
rate of multiplication that the whole 
character of the w ater would speedily 
be entirely changed. 


I n d ia n 0<*«-nn S e r p e n t* . 
Among th e most venomous serpents 
in the world are the marine snakes of 
tile Indian ocean. 
They are the dread 
of fishermen, and It sometimes hap­ 
pens that vessels are obliged to thread 
their cables through barrels to pre­ 
vent the reptiles from sw arm ing on 
bourd. 
G reat numbers of them may 
often be seen floating on the surface 
of the w ater as if asleep. 
They are 
exceedingly fierce and will commouly 
attack human beings without provoca 
tion.

sutlal oriflamb was carefully cultivat­ 
ed, mainly as an advertisem ent to a t­ 
tract the custom of the hunter after art 
novelties and art bargains even as his 
wand and fiat brimmed hat were as­ 
sum ed to m ark bim out to "the man in 
the stre e t" there is no little to be said 
in favor of such nom enclature by those 
who recognize the sisterhood of the 
various fine arts. W histler’s early days 
were passed in an atm osphere of music, 
and, ap art from the m asterful craving 
of erratic genius for novelty and his 
appreciation on reaching manhood and 
looking forth on the world of the value 
of new processes in system atic self ad­ 
vertising, it w as therefore not unnatu­ 
ral that he should use musical term i­ 
nology in giving titles to the output of 
his work in graphic a r t 
Why should 
he not speak of that work as sym ­ 
phonies or harm onies in white, in 
green, in blue, in gray or w hat not? 
Vi by should the word ‘‘arrangem ent" 
be confined to musical notes? 
Is not 
w hat is perhaps his masterpiece, his 
m other’s portrait, really and truly, as 
children 
say, 
an 
“arrangem ent” in 
black and g ra y ?—Critic.

The form er w ere agents 
for th e sale an d loan of m anuscripts, u 
large sum of m oney being deposited 
when a m anuscript w as lent, w hile the 
latter, allow ed to have sta tio n s or sta lls 
In the m arkets, w ere sellers and cop­ 
iers of m anuscripts. 
At the tim e he 
w rote then* w ere tw enty-nine brokers 
and statio n ers In P aris, not a very d a n ­ 
gerous num ber, one w ould think, con­ 
sidering th a t P aris from th e tw elfth to 
the fifteenth cen tu ry w as considered 
the chief seat of 
learning.—London 
Rta tula rd.
